The commission be- 
lieves, the report says, thst this wonid 
tend to stabilize market values under 
abnormal ^ndltions such as prevailed 
during part of last summer. 

Further consideration of possible 
Tiotathms of the Clayton act wll me 
Klven by the commiiaioB. KridenGe ef 
the possible violation of the decree en- 
tered in November. 1911, as a result 
of the dissolution suit. wlU.be made 
available to the PepartaMDt of Jnatlee 
at an early date. 

Under this decree the tobacco 
"trust" waa dissolved into four large 
ooiapaBioa. the F. Lorillard Oompaay, 
tha Amerloaa TObaooo Company. Ug- 
gett ft Myers Tobacco Ccaipany and 
the U. .1. Reynolds Tobacco Company. 

Probably the most Important 
change tbat has taken place In the In- 
dustry since the dissolution of lb"- 
combination baa been the formation of 
the UnlTonal Leaf Tobacco Company, 
the report potnta ont This agency 
has acted as agent for and sold tobac- 
co to most of the large Intcresta. 

The commission obtained data oon,- 
ceming prices paid for all typea of 
tobacco, and compiled these in a re 
port eororlag about 550 pages. After 
a stody oCfhadate It reached the«on 
cinsiaa that tha deeUaa ia attribirtad 
to three factors. Those 

First — Lessening of foreign JUP- 
cbascs due lo unfavorable exchange 
rates, and the rontraction of domestie 
credits resulting in unfavorable flnan 
cial conditions. 

Seoond — Incraaao in qnsntlty of 
low gradea for deaHoOe absorption 
due to crop iimdlttiwa and fMUag for- 
eign markets. 

Third — Purchasing methods 
large buyers. 

"None of these factors alone can be 
aaaignad as the oonUoUing or predom- 
inating easse of price decline," the re- 
port stataa. Tar taatanoa, while the 
same punihaling aMftoda °as 
used during UU appear to has* 
followed the preceding years ■ 
UtlS. there was an absence of eSOulon 
prices In those years such as is now 
under consideration. Nevertheless, 
certain of the methods are a resump- 
tl(pi<aC piafltieaa which ware.probib- 
Itad daring tha flto ywn pnaorlbed 
In deeroe. heoaaaa they were artaw- 
fuL 

"There is no uniform system of 
grading leaf tobacco. This operates to 
the disadvanUge of both buyer and 
seller, especially the latter 

"Prices to dealers of most brands of 
manvlMtaiad tobacco have been in- 
creased during tha past yaar, but for 
brands upon whteh mtormation ««a 
obtained the Increase bss not been out 
of proportion to the lnc>aased leaf 
cost. Tlie prices t>ald for the majority 
of grades of leaf tobacco used by the 
large tobacco manufacturers during 
tha last yaar ware somewhat higher 
thaa daring 1IU-1>. and eoaaldaraUy 
higher than for in7*lC

"When my responsibilities begin in the executive capacity 
shall as mindful of the Senate's responsibUities as 1 have bee 
jealous of them as a member, but I mean at the same time to be just 
aa inaiatent about the responsibUities of the executive. Our govern 
mem al good fortrne does not Ue in any surrender at either end of he 
avenue, but in the co-ordination and co-opetation which heeomea the 
two in a great and truly representative government. 

No intiir. tion of a "Senate oUgarchy" is to be found m sue . a 
clear-cut statement, which, on the other hand the address breati^^ 
the determination to do away with the dictatorship under which th.s 
countrv for eight years has been laboring. "I Uke the fjeedon, the 
association, the patriotic sense of responaibUity which abides hei e 
aaaerted the speaker. "I am conscious of the great place which Con 
press holds under our Constitution, and particularly sensible to th. 
obUgations of the Senate." and he foUowed thia with the expression 
«f "the wish of a colleague for the confidence and co-operat.on nn\u 
members of this body in the four years which begin next ila>-«'' "^^l . 

Something of a similar attitude of mind waa mdicated by th 
Democratic party when in its Platform of 1912, on which the pteeent

home and wUl maintain its high place among the nationa of the 
earth." Admitting that there could not always bo agreement, he 
hoped to find common ground in the spirit of service, or, as Tennyson 
pnta: " 'But for some true result of good, all partiea Work to-|

The imemployed apparently don't want jobs; they want 
positions, wTiile Detroit editors conclude that, after high wages in au- 
tomobUe factories, Detroit's 75,000 unemployed are 'too proud' to do 
ordinary- public labor." 

Whereat a great editor, with the city slant on things wrote : 
"It is well for mankind that men who formed a mighty army iit 
a great factory, associating with better fellows than ever before, 
standing higher socially and in their own self-respect than ever be- 
fore should rebel in pure pride against rMling a garbage can or 
ehanng street refuse in a gutter for $6 a day, or any other wage."

Many persons wonder why they 
have to pay 40 or 50 cents, or more, 
liBrttie beef tfaey buy when live cattie 
are only 10 or 15 oents a pound. 

In the first pkce, we average 
only about Vz pound of meat from 
the pound of steer for which we pay 
10 or 15 cents. Only part Of bo omer 
half consists of such by-products as 
hides, oleo oil, tallow, etc. — the 
remainder is waste. And the return 
from by-products just no^ is very 
snudL Hides and &t8 as well as 
many other items are down to pre- 
war prices. 

In the second place, there are 
not many pounds of tlie kind of 
meat for which you pay 40 or 50 cents, 

or more, in the entire animal. Some- 
times the retailer has to sell a lot of the 
meat he buys for about what he pays 
for it, because you and your neigh- 
bors pass by certain cuts and insist 
upon the other choicer cuts, such as 
stoaJcs, etc. 

Necessarily, he must get enough 
for these choicer cuts to make up for 

what he loses on the less popular 
ones, such as soup meat, etc. 

The difference between the final 
retail price of the finished meat 
product and the first cost of the live
